Crowley. the excommunicated Roman 
Catholic priest, was publicly h-m-ilm- 
ed by order of the church authorities. 


Father Crowley entered the church 


unobserved, passing 
up the Center 


aisle, and took a seat almost under 
the pulpit. Solemn high mas* was be- 
ing celebrated at the time. When the 
presence of Father Crowley ,- became 
known Rev. Francis J. Barry, chancel- 
lor of the archdiocese of Chicago, was 
hurriedly sent for. Upon entering the 
cathedral he went straight to the seat 
where the excommunicated cleigyman 
was kneeling, and ordered him to 
leave the church. Father Growley* re- 
fused to go. saying: 
"Put me out if 


you dare." 


The strain was intense, and one 


woman in the congregation- fainted. 
There was no resort to force, however. 
Chancellor Barry signalled the choir, 
the sound of the organ ceased and the 
singing of the choir was hushed. The 
priests in the altar stopped the -ser- 
vice at the end of the "Gloria" and 
walked to the benches and laid aside 
their golden vestments.

through a side loor, and the priests, 
clad in their cas&ocks, followed. The 
next moment the hundreds of incan-
